Schnicke said most of the sand en- 
tered the stream when construction 
crews built I-75 across the river in 


the early 60’s. 


The sand has since been slowly 
working its way downstream and 
Schnicke said last year he received 
several complaints that holes in a 
flies-only prime fishing area from 
Burton’s to Wakeley are starting to 


fill with sand.

Jail Insp 
| Six Area

A Michigan Dept. of 
Corrections inspection last 
Thursday found six areas in 
the Crawford County jail 
below state standards — and 
that’s the good news. 

The: bad news is the cost 
for correcting the deficien- 
cies. 

In a 21-page study made by 
Diane Hendricks, from the 
Dept. of Corrections, only six 
areas were deemed below 
par — prompting her to say 
the jail was a good one. But 
she said the six areas found 
lacking must be corrected or 
plans to correct them must 
be made within 60 days. 

The problem area she said 
is a top priority to alleviate 
right away is obtaining air 
packs similar to those worn 
by firefighters. She said an 
officer needs some kind of 
portable air supply to get 
back to the cellblock to let 
inmates out in case of smoke 
or fire. 

“Tf you don’t have air 
packs and you have a fire in 
the cellblock, there could be 
a fatality,’ Hendricks said, 
‘and it could be an officer.” 

The air tanks and mask 
used by local firefighters 
cost about $800 to $1060 for 
one unit. 

The second area Hen- 
dricks said was lacking was 
a multipurpose room. She 
said Crawford has an out- 
door exercise area which 
was okay in the summer but 
didn’t fill prisoner needs in 
the winter. She said for a 20- 
bed capacity jail at least 200 


Landfill Recommendations Made 
By Special Committee Member

Nineteen recommenida- 
tions for improving opera- 
tions at the Crawford/Otsego 
landfill have been made by 
county commissioner Don 
Welser, a member of a 
special committee investiga- 
ting the landfill. 


Along with the recommen- 
dations, Welser outlined 
these seven possible 
problem areas at the joint 
landfill: 

« Too many employees for 
the amount of material and 
income it handles. 

e Checks and balances on 
incoming money seem insuf- 
ficient. 


* excessive mileage expen- 
ses by landfill board and 
employees - 14,000 miles last 
year and 10,000 miles in this 
year’s budget. 

« Excessive meal expenses 

¢ Landfill board members 
approve each other’s expen- 
ses. 

° Road into landfill isn't 
properly maintained. 
¢ Complaints about lack of 
courtesy from some landfill 
employees. 

Among the recommenda- 
tions are the following: 

*A new agreement with 
Otsego County basing finan- 
cial support from the two 
counties on a user basis in- 
stead of the current 


agreement which uses 
population, The current 
arrangement calls for Ot- 
sego to pay about 69 percent 
of bills and Crawford about 
31 percent. Welser said the 
waste currently dumped 
from Crawford may not 
reach 10 percent of the total. 

e All expenditures by land- 
fill board and employees 


must be accompanied by — 


receipts and attached to 
vouchers, 

° Hours of landfil! should 
be adjusted to amount of 
material and income. Less 
hours during slower months. 

¢ Employees should not 
collect salvable goods while 
working. 


° A daily log for incoming 
fuels and fuels used during 
operation. 

¢ Three persons from each 
county serve on Jandfil) 
board. Since members 
receive pay for attending 
meetings, mo mileage or 
travel expenses should be 
charged for attending in- 
county meetings. 

The special landfill com- 
mittee of Welser, Larry Mat- 
tis, and John Miller will 
make a report to the board of 
commissioners in March 
concerning possible direc- 
tions for operating the land- 
fill, One option being studied 
is turning the landfill over to 
a private contractor,

streams can reduce trout popula- 
tions from 20 to 50 percent. Food for 
trout, spawning beds, and habitat 
are all affected. 

Schnicke said one option for 
removing the sand coming down- 
stream is a sand trap placed up- 
stream from the campgrounds at 
the end of Headquarters Rd. the 
sand trap would be similar to the 
one installed on the east branch 
just north of the fish hatchery. A 
large hole is dug, sand falls into it, 
and it is removed. 

The DNR will also be drawing up 
plans to remove up to a dozen old 
beaver dams north of Frederic to 
lower the water temperature and 
improve trout habitat. Schnicke 
said there is a fairly good brook 
trout population near Frederic but 
farther downstream the river cuts 
through swamps, slows down, and 
there are few springs to cool the 
water. He said removing the old 
beaver dams upstream could help 
the trout population in this stretch 
of the AuSable.

Administrator Role 
In County’s Future? 


A Lewiston man has offered administrative consulting 
services to the county two and a half days a week for $6000 a 
year, 

Paul Goode, a former county coordinator for Mon- 
tmorency County, city manager of Hudson, assistant ad- 
ministrator at Oak Park Hospital, and administrator at 
Huber Mernorial Hospital, said a skilled consultant will more 
than offset the hiring costs. 

One Crawford County commissioner said a county ad- 
ministrator could cut waste from a lot of departments and a 
part-time position might just fill the needs of the county. 

Goode, in a proposal to the commissioners, said in- 
creasing complexities of government along with greater 
financial burdens call for ‘‘new, innovative, and un- 
traditional ways”’ of delivering services. 

Commissioners, however, decided not to act on Goode’s 
proposal right away because of a possible crunch caused by 
state cuts. Crawford may have to reduce its 1983 budget by 
$100,000 if state deferred payments turn into definite cuts.

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Discussions over alternatives to 
Governor James J. Blanchard’s tax 
proposal, which include a possible 
three-phase income tax proposal, or 
a trade-off to an increased sales tax, 
have begun between the governor 
and House leaders. 

Although no agreements were 
reached, both Speaker Gary Owen 
(D-Ypsilanti) and Minority Leader 
Michael Busch (R-Saginaw) said 
they were encouraged at the willing- 
ness of both sides to negotiate. 

Busch said negotiations will con- 
tinue but any agreement to any 
proposal still is contigent upon 
receiving administration revenue 
estimates for 1983-84 and im- 
plementing higher budget cuts than 
the $225 million recommended by 
the governor. 

Owen said the governor is willing 
to look at any proposal so long as it 
eliminated not only the current 
budget deficit, but the accrued 
deficit. 

The first alternative under con- 
sideration favored by both Owen 
and Busch, would increase the in- 
come tax in three parts over a period 
of 18 months. 

Each portion of the proposal 
would be in place for six months 
each. 

In the first part, the income tax 
would be increased to 5.6 percent 
until July 1, then raised to 6.5 per- 
cent until January 1, 1984, when the 
tax would revert to the current rate 
of 4.6 percent. 

The tax increase would raise an 
estimated $1.2 billion over the 18 
months - $308 million for the first 
six months, $589 million for the 
second and $327 million for the final 
six months. 

The July, 1983, increase to 6.5 
percent is designed to coincide with

the 10 percent federal income tax 
cut. 

The second proposal would enact 
Blanchard’s raising the current 4.6 
percent tax to 6.5 percent but 
calling for a special election on 
raising the sales tax to 5 percent. 

If the sales tax increase were 
adopted, the income tax increase 
would expire on October 1. If the 
sales tax increase were not adopted, 
the permanent income tax increase 
would remain in place. 

Busch said the proposals so far are 


‘based on Blanchard’s estimate of 


the $900 million deficit for the 


current year. There still is disagree- 


ment on that figure, he said, but 
both proposals will raise revenue 
sufficient to cover that deficit. 

Owen said he did not think the 
June, 1984, elimination date would 
permit raising enough revenues to 
cover the 1983-84 expenditures. 

Busch, however, said the good 
thing about the income tax is that it 
would be a true temporary tax. 
“Going beyond that June, 1984, 
date gets more into a permanent 
thing,” he said, 

Busch added that though Repub- 
licans want more than the $225 
million in cuts as proposed by Blan- 
chard, he was not going to call for a 
minimum level above that. ‘“‘I don’t 
want to emasculate everything with 
cuts, but we can make more cuts 
without hurting essential services,”’ 
he said. 

Busch said eliminating the $800 
million accrued deficit — not cover- 
ed by either alternative — was still 
open to discussion. 

“We've got the cigarette tax 
money, that’s $100 million a year 
we're putting into that. If they want 
to pay it off faster than that, then 
we can talk about putting in extra 
money,’ he said.

Somewhere during my 
pursuit of logging history, I 
read a vivid description of an 
old-time bunkhouse where a 
crew slept and spent what 
little idle time they had. 
They slept two men per bunk 
in double deckers placed 
endwise to the wall in order 
to save space. The bottom of 
the bunk was split poles or 
boards covered with tar 
paper to discourage the bed- 
bugs (small game in the 
bunks). The tar paper was 
topped with a layer of hay or 
hemlock boughs which in 
turn was topped with four 
rough wool blankets, one to 
sleep on and three to sleep 
under. The smell emanating 
from dirty wet clothes dry- 
ing over a near red-hot stove 
which was surrounded with 
drying boots, the rank smell 
of unwashed bodies, tobacco 
smoke and the occasional jet 
of tobacco juice evaporating 
on the stove so penetrated 
the logs of a bunkhouse that 
years after the building had 
been abandoned to the 
elements, you could still 
detect that peculiar odor. 

Maybe it is just imagina- 
tion, but there seems to be a 
unique odor which emanates 
from the earth at such a 
location, or maybe it stems 
from the knowledge of what 
once was.

Eiditor’s Mailbox 


To the Editor: 

Two weeks ago, J wrote a 
“letter to the editor” asking 
for your opinions on and 
solutions to Michigan's 
economic crisis. I was 
pleased with the overwhelm- 
ing response and heard from 
literally hundreds of my con- 
stituents, and I appreciate 
the input you have given me 
and the Michigan 
Legislature. 

In nearly every letter, I 
was strongly informed that a 
permanent income tax in- 
crease was unacceptable, 
and: a temporary tax in- 
crease received only token 
approval. However, a one 
percent increase in the state 
sales tax was highly recom- 
mended, as was the repeal of 
the sales tax exemption on 
food and drugs. 

And everyone agreed that 
the size and scope of govern- 
ment must be scaled down 
and further budget cuts need 
to be included in any 
economic recovery package. 
In virtually every letter, it 
was evident that the voters 
of this state want meaningful 
budget reductions, fewer 
programs, and less bureau- 
cracy. And you all agreed 
that now is the perfect time 
to make substantial and per- 
manent changes in the struc- 
ture of Michigan govern- 
ment. I could not agree with 
that sentiment more, 

Most of you pointed out 
your awareness that budget 
cuts alone would not solve 
Michigan's current fiscal 
dilemma, but that cutbacks 
would prevent future 
economic crises. And the 
solution for the short term 
would be a one percent in- 
crease in the state sales tax. 

If we are to increase the 
state sales tax, or repeal the 
sales tax exernption on food 
and drugs, we would need a 
special election by the 
people, as mandated by the 
Michigan Constitution. How- 
ever, if an increase in the 
state sales tax was not ap- 
proved by the voters, I 
believe some members of 
the Legislature would 
regard that as a message 
from the people to increase 
the income tax. 

As your Representative to 
the Michigan Legislature, I 
will do all I can to prevent a 
permanent income tax in- 
crease. I will also continue to 
use my position on the House 
Appropriations Committee 
to see to it that meaningful 
and permanent budget cuts 
are made, and that the scope 
and direction of Michigan’s 
state government meets the 
approval of its citizens. 

Again, thank you for 
writing and sharing your 
thoughts with me. And for 
those of you who wrote to me 
for the first time, I hope you 
will continue to express your 
views and ideas. I greatly 
appreciate your efforts and 
support.
